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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant has asked Examiner to clarify his position on Ouellette et 
al. possessing the structure of claim 31, in particular, having fibers of the absorbent core passing through the openings 
of the scrim member. Examiner directed Applicant to column 5, lines 14-46 of Oullette et al. which teach that scrim 
penetrates fabric layer 22. Figure 2 shows that layer 22 penetrates scrim layer 46 in its openings. Applicant has 
proposed amending claim 31 to more accurately describe two embodiments which have the absorbent core fibers 
passing through the scrim and entangling with one another on the other side of the scrim and having the absorbent 
core fibers passing through one scrim opening and back through the scrim via a different opening. Applicant will be 
sending a set of proposed claim amendments for consideration to Examiner .
